Before  I  begin,  I  would  like  to  thank  a  very  special  lady,  Mrs.  Trocchio,  for  her 
insight  and  wisdom  she  lent  to  my  speech.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  my  parents, 
especially  my  mother,  for  whom  I  would  need  another  speech  entirely  to  pay  her 
enough  gratitude.  Finally,  my  grandmother  Alice,  for  having  the  endurance  and 
will  to  be  here  today. 

Members  of  the  School  Committee,  Administration,  Faculty,  Guests,  and  most 
important,  the  class  of  2002,  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  speak  tonight. 

An  Athlete.  A  ping-pong  player.  A  Dave  Matthews  fan.  An  8th  grader.  A  new 
boy.  A  coach.  A  teacher.  A  brother.  Words  that  describe  my  friends.  This  diverse 
assortment  of  companions  has  brought  me  more  joy,  more  laughter,  and  more  con¬ 
tentment  than  anything  else  in  my  life.  And  honestly,  there  is  nothing  I  would 
rather  do  than  spend  time  with  one,  or  better  yet,  all. 

Making  friends  used  to  be  difficult  for  me.  I  never  gave  much  thought  about 
why  I  did  not  have  that  many,  nor  did  I  care  that  I  lacked  them.  However,  as  I  pro¬ 
gressed  through  school,  I  began  to  feel  more  awkward  because  I  did  not  have  as 
many  friends  as  other  kids. 

High  School.  Conversation.  Lunch.  Birthday  parties.  Dances.  Things  that  I  real¬ 
ized  could  be  fun.  I  discovered  a  new  outlook  upon  life,  a  perspective  most  peo¬ 
ple  already  had,  one  for  which  I  now  have  a  special  appreciation.  And  then  we 
moved  to  the  new  high  school,  and  I  did  not  want  to  lose  the  treasure  I  just  dis¬ 
covered.  I  feared  what  the  change  would  bring,  yet  nothing  changed.  Yes,  super¬ 
ficial  walls  and  classrooms  were  different,  but  the  heart  of  the  old  school,  my 
friends,  was  still  there  with  me.  There  was  new  food,  better?  Another  question  for 
another  speech,  but  I  still  ate  it  with  the  same  friends.

Traditionally,  the  salutatory  address  is  supposed  to  be  a  greeting.  I  say  hello, 
Andrew  says  good-bye.  But  the  idea  of  commencement  unites  a  beginning  and  an 
end.  and  I  can’t  help  but  dwell  a  bit  on  this  evening’s  leave-taking  aspect. 

In  a  world  of  confusion  and  ignorance,  I  am  confident  in  saying  that  I  truly 
know  one  thing:  that  the  worst  thing  to  waste  is  a  life,  because  you  only  live  once.
